The groat crater, 
Tycho, looks like the nib whence the 
stem has been. removed and tlie long 
lines ol trap rock or what ever they may 
be, that radiate from the crater, resem- 
ble tho whitish streaks marking tho 
divisions of tho orange. lint in larger 
and better photographs, ana especially 
in thoso taken at ono of the quarters, 
instead of nt full moon, all resemblance 
to an orange is gone. Whore the lino 
of daylight falls, tho saucer-shaped 
craters, with their sharp central moun- 
tain peaks and tho long, jagged shadows 
cast by lofty ranges aro revealed with 
snrpri.iins distinctness. 
Pliotagraphs of the moon are not 


mere scientific curiosities. They not 
only servo a useful purpose in astro- 
nomical research, but they have a com- 
mercial value. 
Few 
collections of 


stereoscopic views arc destitute of one 
or moro of these photographs. 
They, 
.are aa popular as pictures of somo 
actresses. The way these views are 
obtained is interesting. Everybody! 
knows that a stereoscopic picture of a 
person or a waterfall is got by combin-1 
log two pictures of tho object taken 
from different standpoints, so that each' 
•hows a little around the corner, and 
tho two being combined make tho ob- 
ject appear to stand out iu lifcliko per- 
spective. To produce the same effect 
with the moon, advantage is taken of 
the fact that she vibrates; or rolls ft 
little upon her center, in swinging 
about the earth, so that at one tirno wo 
see a little more of ono side than usual, 
and at another time of tho other side. 
When two photographs of the moon, 
taken at opposite librations, are com- 
bined bv the stereoscope, the lunar orb 
seems suspended before tho eyes like a 
ball that tho hand can grasp. 


America is ahead of Europe ia the 
art of celestial photography. 
En- 


glishmen of science, who, like all En- 
glishmen, have a keen eye for the de- 
tection of speoial excellence in tho 
work of their own countrymen, admit 
this. They say that iho photographs 
ot the moon taken by Mr. Lewis M. 
Ruthorfurd, of Now York, aro better 
than thoso taken by their own Delarue, 
who is so conspicuous an astronomer 
that ono of tho oceans of the planet 
Mars has been named after him. Mr. 
Rutherford's lunar photographs arc so 
tine that they can be sulficieutly mag- 
nitied to furnish a better view of the 
moon's rocky scenery 
than many 


amateur astronomers can obtain with 
the full power of their telescopes. 


Everybody has seen what is called 
"tho old moon in the now moon'3 
arms." When the moon, only a fovv 
days old, appears aa a narrow crescent, 
the unilluminated portion of her orb ia 
seen shining with a faint, ashy, light. 
This light comes from tho earth, and is 
reflected back by the moon just as tho 
landscape Is faintly visible in full moon- 
shine. A few weeks ago, M. Jansen, 
of Paris, succeeded in making photo- 
graphs of the moon that showed this 
phenomenon clearly. 
So light that 
sprang from tho sun was reflected 
from tho fields and waters of tho earth 
to the moon, was thrown back from 
her stony surface to tho earth again, 
and, after this triple journey, yet re- 
tained enough power to stamp the faint 
picture of luna landscapes upon a pho- 
tographic plate. 


_ Moon photographs are taken by tho 


aid of telescopes, tho prepared plato 
being fixed at the focus of the instru- 
ment iu the place of the eye-piece. 
They are obtained only one or two 
inches In diameter, and have to be en- 
larged. Fine ones will bear being en- 
larged to a diameter of two or thrco 
feet. Mr. llutherford uses a refracting 
telescope to photograph tho moon, tho 
object glass being peculiarly corrected 
so that it foe uses the actinic rays. Most 
other astronomical photographers uso 
reflecting telescopes, in which aeon- 
cave mirror takes the place of nn ob- 
ject glass. 


The moon is not the only celestial 


object whose picture can bo taken. 
Photographs aro also made of the sun, 
showing tho spots and tho phenomena 
of eclipses. Venus and Mercury have 
been photographed when in transit 
across tho sun's disk. Even stars emi 
be photographed, and recently Prof. 
Draper, of this city, succeeded in pho- 
tographing the Great Nebula of Orion, 
which astronomers bolievo to bo an 
enormous m:iss of gaseous matter con- 
taining in itself the germs of future 
worlds and suns.—Baltimore News. 


An Eye-Stone's Wanderings. 


The following remarkable incident 
has just come to our knowledge. It 
would seem almost incredible, vcro it 
not for the absolute veracity of the 
gentleman making the statement. Mr. 
Rufus Miller is a well-known farmer of 
this town, living at Mechanicstown, 
Some five or six years ago, just before 
retiring Mr. Miller placed In his eye 
what is known as an eye-stone, for the 
purpose of removing a mote, as ho had 
Ireaueutly done before. For tho benefit 
of those of our readers who may not 
know what an eye-stone is, we will ex- 
plain. It is a small, whito, round shell, 
about three-sixteenths of an Inch in 
diameter, concave on one side, convex 
on the other, and quite thin. It is 
from tho head ol a crab, one being 
found under each eye of that crustacean! 
In the 
morning, when Mr. Miller 


awoke, he could not find the stone. Ho 
made a careful nnd thorough search, 
but all in vain, and ho made up his 
mind that it was gone for good. A few 
weeks ago ho felt a hard growth on the 
onA of the little linger of the right haiid. 
He showed it to somo friends, who con- 
cluded it was a wart, and advised him 
to let it alone. He did so until about a 
week since, when it began to be sore, 
and he commenced picking at it. He 
soon found out that some hard sub- 
stance was under the skin, and, din- 
ging away, ho finally took out his long- 
lost cyc-stono. 
Ho examined it so 


carefully that there can be no mistake. 
He now recollects that at one time ho 
experienced a considerable soreness in 
his wrist, and supposes at that period 
the stone was pressing in that direction. 
How this little bit of carbonate lime 
ever made that long journey without 
being lost or absorbed is a mystery. 
That it did so there can be no doubt.— 
MUaietomi (jr. Y.) Press.

ture".';' In" agricultural pursuits and in 
stock breeding particularly, this is con 
spieuously noticeable. Nature, it was 
found, would produce certain results i: 
certain conditions were complied with, 
and breeding was reduced to an abso- 
lute science." Previous to this it was al 
haphazard. In-and-in 
breeding was 


practiced until giant horses and cattle 
were reduced to pigmies; selection was 
the exception and not the rule, and t 
cow was a cow and a horae was a horse 
Tho magnificent breeds of cattle which 
have now taken the place of tho scrub 
are the result of an intelligent applica 
tiou of the laws of nature to breeding. 
It has been learned that a largo, line 
ly developed animal can bo producm 
as easily as one that is small and is 
sharply angled. 


But we have more easily learned how 


to produce than wo seem to have 
learned how to develop. Tho apparent 
belief that beef is bee! and that quality 
is absolutely a secondary matter gen 
orally prevails. 
Breeder and consumei 


alike aro strangely indifferent to qual- 
ity. The slop fed animal finds oppo 
nents only among tho comparatively 
few. Ignorance and recklessness aro 
tho great fertile cause of tons of miser- 
able, almost uneatable beef in the mar- 
ket. Intelligence in feeding or judg- 
ment in buying would largely decrease 
tho supply of this kind of meats. 
Will 


too many—wo dislike to say the major- 
ity, although it is true—pounds are 
what is aimed at in tho fattening proc- 
ess, and it makes no sort of difference 
what the quality is. If an animal would 
lay on ilcsh from eating old fence rails, 
fence rails would be tho food fed, ii 
they wore more handy than anything 
else. It does not seem to occur that 
there is a difference in food with tho re- 
spect to the quality of moat. There are 
hundreds of sheep breeders in the coun- 
try who either doubt that there is any 
difference in tho quality of mutton pro- 
duced on weeds, or poor grass, and 
that produced in the blue grass regions 
of Kentucky, or wonder why it is. 


The question of food is an important 


one, anil is second in importance to no 
question connected with tho subject ol 
breeding. That it is not universally 
properly understood is shown by the 
doubts sometimes expressed by dairy- 
men of long experience that tho food 
has any effect upon the quality of milk, 
a statement whoso crroncousncss can 
bo easily established. Nature, in the 
construction of an animal, must lay the 
foundation for a fine quality of beef. 
We cannot make a spring chicken out 
of an antiquated rooster, whatever we 
may feed him on; and wo cannot make 
awcet, juicy beof out of an animal that 
nature never intended to produce such 
meat. But, with a good foundation and 
with good feed, we accomplish thoido- 
sired result. In tho selection of the 
kind of food its digestibility is the first 
thing to bo taken into consideration, 
the reasons for which we need hardly 
stop to explain, simply stating that the 
more digestible a food is, tho better it 
Is. In the next place it will bo neces- 
sary to remember that coarse fodders, 
produced 
under 
different 
circum- 


stances and in 
different locations, 
are 
not 
always 
chemically 
tho 


same. Soil of natural quality and 
fertility, for instance, will have a very 
marked influence upon the chemical 
properties of coarse fodders. Tharaud 
made an analysis of hay from a ma- 
nured meadow, and of the same kind 
of hay from one that was unnmnured, 
;findlng in the first, twelve .per cent, of 
protean and from the second only nine 
per cent. Mockcrn 
analyzed rank 


plants of wheat, barley, oats and rye, 
at the beginning of flowering, and found 
1G.4 per cent. of protean in tho dry mat- 
ter, while weaker plants contained only 
10.4 per cent. It will not do, therefore, 
to conclude that blue grass, or clover, 
or any other variety is tho most perfect 
kind of coarse lood, simply because they 
are what they aro. The conditions un- 
der which they are grown must be 
taken into consideration, and tho lesson 
learned that tho most perfect grasses 
are produced upon Dhe best soils. Un- 
der such circumstances all of tho grass- 
es commonly grown are good for the 
production of beef, and If somo are 
superior to others but will not do as 
well on our soil or in our climate as 
others, wo must adopt tho best under 
the circumstances, and submit to tho 
disadvantages. 


Tho mode of curing hay has a vast 


deal to do with its digestibility and 
nutritive properties. It scarcely need 
bo suggested that tho younger and more 
tender a fodder is, the smaller general- 
ly is the percentaga of crude fiber, and 
the more digestible tho crude fiber is. 
This certainly appeals to tho judgment, 
and if it did not, experiment has dem- 
onstrated it 
Yet it is a fact that many 


persist in cutting grasses long after 
they have obtained a reasonable ma- 
turity, and, what is more, they argue 
that it is best to do so. The same proc- 
ess of reasoning would establish in a 
dying trco more vitality than a thrifty, 
growing tree possesses. After cutting, 
the grass is frequently cured to death, 
n large portion of its value dried and 
burnt out o( it. Grass never should bo 
allowed to dry a moment longer or to 
a degree further than is absolutely nec- 
essary to insure its preservation. It is 
not only a waste of time to do more 
than this, but it is a waste of nutritive 
material—Wcslcrn Rural.

Can any one toll me why a grape- 


vine is not a suitable ornament for a 
front porch, or what would bo tho ob- 
jection to n fine standard pear or grand 
wido-sprcading apple tree in the lawnP 
Was ever a blossoming shade tree more 
beautiful than either of those when tho 
flowers come out? and Is not tho rich 
green of tho loaves a thing of beauty all 
tho season? When the purple clusters 
hang thick on the vine, and tho rod ap- 
ples and juicy pears shine through the 
leaves in autumn, it certainly conld not 
take anything from the beauty of the 
scene. When one has bat little space, 
as in a village lot, could not tho useful 
and ornamental bo profitably combined 
by putting in handsome fruit trees in 
the placo of those designed only for 
shacfo? and a pretty dwarf pear;or two 
would look well among the shrubbery. 
A row of young cherries beforej a lino 
house with a many-pillared porch, is 
one of tho pleasant memories! of my 
early walks to school. The old' doctor 
who owned the property gave those 
trees as much care and attention as he 
ever did a rich patient. He was almost 
daily doing something for them, if It 
was only to pour a bucket of sufls about 
their roots, loosen the ground a little, 
or bury a dish of bones under the soil. 
But their marvelous growth iwas tho 
wonder of tho village, and in1 a very 
few years they cast a deep shade over 
the wolo sidewalk, and yielded a boun- 
tiful supply of great ox-heart cherries, i 


nflfttl and body both. 
Fruit, or no fruit, 


j^-jvns riches or poverty in the minds 
of our little children, ami there is cor- 
taiifly a thriftiuess about n home wel- 
supplteil with this luxury, which is bet- 
ter than an old stocking full of hard 
dollars in tlie strong chest, but only one 
old crab-apple tree ia the pasture lot — 
Cor. Indiana Farmer. 


Coloring Wnlls. 


On this subject the Building News 


gives those practical direction: Ceil- 
ings and walls are often finished in dis- 
temper, but vety often turn out unsatis- 
factory, from the want of knowledge in 
tho mixing and laying on. Absorption 
in tho wall should be checked or 
stopped, or ono part will absorb moro 
color than another, and an uneven or 
spotty appearance results. 
Various 


preparations are used for preparing 
walls and to stop absorption. 
One oi 


these is to mix about a dozen ponnda of 
the best whiting with water, adding 
thereto enough parchment or other sizo 
to bind tho color, about two ounces oJ 
alum, and tho same weight of soft- 
soap dissolved in water; mix well and 
strain through a screen or coarso cloth. 
In mixing tho distemper, ono writer 
says: 
"Two things are 
essentially 


necessary: 
clean' and 
well-washed 


whiting, and pure jelliqd size." 
Tho 


whiting should bo put to soak with suf- 
ficient soft water to cover it well and 
penetrate Its bulk. When soaked sulH- 
ciently, the water should bo poured oil', 
which will remove dust from tho whit- 
ing, It may then bo beaten up to n 
stiff paste by tho hand or spatula. 
Sizo is next added and mixed together. 
Care should be taken not to break tho 
jolly of tho size any moro than can bo 
avoided. 


Another caution is that distemper 


should bo mixed with jellied size to lay 
on well—the color then works cool and 
floats nicely; but when the sizo is used 
hot it drags and gathers and works dry, 
producing a rough wall. A little alum 
added to tho distemper hardens it nnd 
helps to dry out solid and oven. The 
best sizo is made from parchment clip- 
pings, which arc put into an iron kettle 
filled with water and allowed to stand 
twenty-four hours till tho pieces are 
thoroughly soaked, then they aro boiled 
for five hours, nnd the scum removed. 
Tho liquid is then strained through n 
cloth. For mixing colors tho whiting 
and tho color required, finely ground, 
arc dissolved 
separately and then 


mixed to the required tint. For ex- 
ample, lampblack mixed with whiting 
makes gray, nnd the most delicate to 
tho darkest shades may bo obtained. 
For French gray the whiting required 
is taken anil soaked in water, and 
Prussian blue nnd lake finely ground in 
water arc added to produce tho neces- 
sary shade or tint. 
Buff nmy bo made 


by dissolving in like manner, sep- 
arate, whiting and yellow ocher. A 
little Venetian rod gives a warmer 
tono. A good salmon tint is produced 
by adding to tho dissolved whiting a 
little of the same red, just sufficient to 
tinge. Drabs of various tints can be 
easily made by grinding up finely a 
little burnt umber and mixing it with 
the dissolved whiting. Tho sooner tho 
distemper color dries after being laid 
on the bolter, and the best plan is to 
close windows and doors during laving, 
aad throw them open afterward. 


Mummy Wheat. 


Iho statement is frequently made that 


wheat has been raised from seed found 
in Egyptian tombs which had been rest- 
ing two thousand years or more, and 
still retained vitality. Thero is no rea- 
sonable doubt that grain was once 
grown In England from seed supposed 
to bo ancient Egyptian. Tho question 
Is whether tho seed was in truth an- 
cient. Grain is often found among the 
articles deposited iu tho tombs. But it 
is always, as far as known to Egyptolo- 
gists, 
completely 
dead, resembling 


charred grains, like roasted cofleo, and 
is easily pulverized to fine dust. No 
attempt to grow it has succeeded, when 
tried by investigators for the purpose 
of testing its vitality. It is therefore 
believed that tho grain supposed to bo 
ancient, which was grown by some one, 
and which gave rise to tho story, was 
in fact modern. This is the more prob- 
able from n well-known and very com- 
mon custom of tho modern fellaheen 
(or peasants) of Egypt. Tho sale of 
antiquities to travelers was formerly 
extensive, before tho Government be- 
gan to suppress it. Small earthen jars 
of ancient unglazcd pottery were com- 
mon, 
and tho Arabs know that it always 


added greatly to a traveler's appre- 
ciation of an ancient object if it ap- 
peared to be unopened and to contain 
something never seen by modern eyes. 
Accordingly, they were in the habit of 
putting some grains of wheat in ono of 
theso Dottles and closing tho orifice with 
earth, or with mummy rags and mum- 
my bitumen, and selling it for nn un- 
opened antiquity. So too, they made 
ingenious little packages of rolled mum- 
my cloth, with grains and other objects, 
and covered them with mummy bitu- 
men. Travelers in Egypt thirty years 
ago were sure to see scores of those ob- 
jects, especially tho pottery jars, which 
the Arab would shake, to rattle the 
contents, and sell for n few piasters. 


While it is impossible to prove that 


the old story of mummy wheat grown 
in England did originate in ono of those 
Arab deceptions, it is highly probable 
that this, or some like trick, deceived a 
traveler and his friends nt home. It is 
noteworthy that tho storvof tho growth 
of tho grain is a very old one, and that 
for forty years past no one has been 
able to make any of the ancient seeds 
found in tombs show any signs of life. 
Nevertheless, the statement is still re- 
peated in many respectable books, and 
will probably long continue to bo re- 
ceived as authoritative. Perhaps it is 
true. Probably it is not true.— N. Y. 
Observer. 


—It is said by many who have tried 


tho experiment that dogs may be pro- 
vented from worrying sheep by having 
bolls, say one to each two sheep, hung 
around their necks. 
Numerous in- 


quiries havo always been answered to 
the effect that dogs have never been 
known to attack sheep when belled. A 
»ood farmer in Leyden who keeps 
about a dozen excellent Southdown 
owes, always belled, was grieved and 
surprised one morning to find that dogs 
bad raided his flock, Killed two, man- 
gled others and scattered the rest. On 
collecting his littlo flock into the yard 
alter a half-day's search ho found that 
the tongue was lost from the bell. This 
was replaced, and never since have his 
sheep'been worried. The experiment 
a so simple and cheap that it is worth 
trying, and this is the time to do it, as 
sheep with lambs are just going to 
pasture. —Exchange.
